BROAD POWERS GIVEN 
TO SHIPPING BOARD 


Every Effort Made to Draw 
Measure So as to Encour- 
age American Capital to 

‘Help Upbuild Merchant 

Marine Summary of Pro- 
visions. 


‘Washington, January 30. —Details of 
the new administration ship bill to 
build a merchant marine and naval 
' guxiliaries, revised to command the 
votes of dissenting democrats, were 
made public tonight for the first time. 
It will be introduced tomorrow in the 
house by. Chairman Aletander, of the 
merchant marine committee, who will 
lead the fight. for its passage on the 


floor, 

Public hearings, at which President 
Wilson and others will be asked to 
testify, will begin in a few days. 

The striking differences between the 
new bili and the one which failed in 
the senate last year are modification of 
the government operation feature and 
broadening ot the powers of the ship- 
ping. board which it is progosed to cre- 
ate. Government operation under the 
new pill would de entered: upon only 
as a last resort if private Capital fails 
to respond to the enterprise. The ship- 
ping board would ‘be ‘empowered to 
regulate all interstate and foreign 
ecommerce in American waters as the 
interstate commerce commission regu- 
lates interstate railway traffic. 

Toe Encourage American Capital.

An inftial appropriation of $50,000,000 
‘for the purchase or lease of vessels to 
be obtained by the sale of Panama 
canal bonds and the appointment of 
the shipping board of five members are 
the firat objects of the new bill. The 
secretary of the navy and the secre- 
tary of commerce would be ex-officio 
members of the board, and the other 
three members would be “men of large 
practical experience” in foreign com- 
merce. They would be appointed by 
the president, and receive $10,000 a 
year.. A secretary would receive $5,- 
000 a year, and the remainder of the 
board employees, except an attorney, 
would come from the civil service lists 
of the federal government. 

With the $50,000,000 the board would 
organize a corporation to lease, buy, 
charter or build ships. It would be re- 
stricted to the purchase of as many 
American-made vessels as possible. 
Ships constructed in foreign countries 
would be limited to foreign trade only. 
The board would offer stock to citizens 
of the United States and if all were 
subscribed the board need nevér op- 
rate a ship. Failing jo interest pri- 
vate capital, however, the board could 
operate vessels. 

All Vessels Subject to War Cail. 

Both vessels controlled by the board 
and those which had passed into pri- 
vate hands by lease or charter would. 
be subject at all times to the call of 
the president for use in war. Mem- 
bers of the crews and officers could 
volunteer at any time for service in 
the naval auxiliary and would receive 
from $5 to $15 a month from the time 
of entlistment. 

Liberal regulations for United States 
shippers and more rigid rules for for- 
eign interests are contemplated by that 
part of the bill prescribing the powers 
of the shipping board. Here are some 
ef the features of those clauses: 

The shipping board and the interstate 
commerce commission acting jointly, 
could permit railroads to make special] 
rates for shipmegts in connection with 
steamships to encourage interior points 
te participate in foregn trade.

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Dik cB. WILMER 
ORES YNCHG 


Urges Hearers to Read Ed- 
itorial Which Appeared 
Recently in The Constitu- 
tion — Candidates Should 
Explain Views. 


In a strong sermon in which he con- 
demned lynching and deplored its prev- 
alence in the state of Georgia, Dr. C. 
B. Wilmer, rector of Saint Luke’s Epis- 
copal church, yesterday morning urged 
his hearers to read the editorial recent- 
ly publish in The Constitution deal- 
ing with this subject. 

The sermon went into the subject of 
lynching at some length and the rector 
urged respect for law as the only meth- 
od of remedying a situation which 
brings shame to the people of this state. 

It is time for the people of Georgia 
to show. deep concern in a deplorable 
condition, said Dr. Wilmer, and they 
must give the matter the thought, which 
it deserves. He expressed pleasure that 
The Constitution has taken such a 
strong stand against the lawlessness 
which is bringing irreparable injury to 
the state and which must be stopped if 
Georgia is to have the esteem of its 
own people and the people of other 
states. 

Every man whose interest has been 
aroused in the menace, said Dr. Wilmer, 
and who wants to play a part in the 
formation of a public sentiment which 
will end lynching, should carefully con- 
sider the editorial published in The 
Constitution’ and should give it his 
hearty commendation. 

“Especially do I want to commend 
that portion of the editorial,“ said Dr. 
Wilmer, “which urges that the candi- 
dates for governor declare themselves 
on this subject. Georgia led in lynch- 
ings last year and it begins to look 
now as if we shall capture the pennant 
again. 

“Unless conditions are remedied we 
are going to find that conditions here 
are not vastly different from those in 
Mexico or Haiti. The church must per- 
form the function of giving its support 
to the state in the efforts of the latter 
te enforce its: laws.”

Washington, January $).—One of the 
four submarines of the K type, en route 
from the New York navy yard for Pen- 
sacola, Fla., is lost in the fog off the 
South Carolina coast; according to a 
radio message received early this morn- 
ing at teur navy department.

Naval department officials said that 
there was no cause for alarm. They 
believed that the submarine. had be- 
come separated from the other Vessels 
in the heavy fog and had been unable 
to locate them again.

“In private life no human being 
thinks it to the credit of any man that 
he makes a promise unless the prom- 
ise is kept. But when we deal with 
nations instead of individuals, a large 
number of reasonably ‘well-disposed 
people loudly take the view that the 
promise is itself meritorious and that 
the keeping of it is something wholly 
irrelevant. A treaty is merely a prom- 
ise. If,it is‘evident when made that it 
cannot be or ought not to be kept, then 
‘those making the treaty are self-evi- 
dently, either wicked or foolish. If it 
can be kept, but nevertheless is not 
kept, those who fail to keep it are 
guilty of dishonorable conduct. The 
politicians in power who do such deeds 
are merely the agents of the people, 
and if these public servants act dis- 
honorably, the dishonor is reflected 
upon the people themselves. Well-mean- 
ing persons would be wise if they kept 
the analogy between public and pri- 
vate promises steadily in view. The 
analogy applies to pacifist speeches; it 
applies to treaties; it applies to what 
are diplomatically called notes.

Allies Should Be Aided. 


Colonel. Roosevelt mentioned The 
Hague conventions in their relation to 
the violation of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, declaring it was “dishonorable 
conduct om the part of the United 
States to take no action in the matter.“ 
Taking up the question of American 
export of munitions to the belligerents, 
he declared: 

It is immoral to export munitions 
or materials out of which munitions 
can be made, in order to prevent Bel- 
Hum from freeing herself. It is high- 
ly moral to export munitions which 
will help Belgium to free herself. It 
is an act of gross infamy on the part 
of this government and this people to 
take any step which will help thé 
wrongdoer against@the wronged, and 


posed an embargo in the interest of 
Germany against the allies. 

“A year ago this government notified 
Germany that it would hold her to a 
strict accountability if she sank pas- 


children. Again and again, in con- 
temptuous defiance of this. warnin 
Germany has sunk these ships and kill.

Wheth- 
er the acts were done by German sub- 
marines or by Austrian submarines 
or, as is now claimed, by Turkish sub- 
marines or, as may possibly be claimed 
in the future, by Bulgarian submarines, 
represents merely the contemptuous 
desire of Germany—the directing and 
dictating mind of the central powers— 
to give this government a chance to 
crawl out of making good its fine 
words.

They were finally stopped sim- 
ply because the British fleet destroyed 
so many submarines that the warfare 
ceased being profitable to Germany. 
No, it is announced in the press that 
the German government and our gov- 
ernment are actually haggling over 
the number of dollars which they 
think the American people will pocket 
as a payment for their murdered wom- 
en and children. At the same time the 
German and Austrian governments, 
through their accredited represent- 
atives. here, have carried on a cam- 
paign of the church and the torch 
against our industries.

London, January 39.—The Russians 
are gradually surrounding Erzerum, 
the Turkish: stronghold in the Cau- 
casus, according to advices received at 
Athens. It is said the Turkish authori- 
ties have already fled from the city.

Erserum the Russians continue 
their advance, taking prisoners and 
capturing machine guns. The pursuit

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY RUSSIAN FIRE. 

Petrograd, January 30.—(Via Lon- 
London.)—An official communication 
today reads: 

“From the Gulf of Riga to the Pripet 
river calm prevails, except south of 
Lake Babit, in the Riga region, where 
a considerable large German detach- 
ment attacked our trenches, but was 
driven away by our fire. 7 

“Southwest of Kolki (in Volhynia) 
our scouts captured.an entire enemy 
post, and reinforcenients sent by the 
Austrians were dispersed by our fire. 

“On the ffont of the middie Strips“ 
we bombarde two enemy batteries.

Kansas rivers in eastern Arkansas, 
where the swollen waterways, unable 
to find an outlet owing to the high 
stage of the Mississippi river, threaten 
to break through the levees at several 
points. Every stream in the state is at 
flood stage as a result of an unprece- 
dented rainfall, which continued to- 
night.

GOOD SERVICE--FIRST! 

While it is easy to appreciate the view- 
point of economy upon which Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Blakslee seeks to 
justify the use of automobiles in delivering 
the mail upon certain rural routes in Geor- 
gia, as set forth in his communication pub- 
lished in The Constitution today, the one 
thing certain is the people who are affected 
are not going to tolerate the substitution of 
economy for efficiency. 

The true policy upon which should be 
based the department's activities in this 
matter could not be better stated than has 
been done by Mr. Blakslee himself, in this 
paragraph from his letter: 


The department is, therefore, convinced 
that its first duty is to provide good serv- 
lee, and thereafter to improve and main- 
tain it so efficiently and economically 
that every postal patron shall = 
identical treatment, and every individual 
employed in such service shall receive a 
tair day's pay for a fair day's work. 


It the department adheres rigidly to that 
policy it is impossible to see how it ,can 
justify under it the placing of automobile 
sérvice on some eighty-eight rural routes in 
Georgia, when, because of imperfect road 
conditions, few if any of them are ready 
for it. 

With the possible exception of a few 
routes leading dut from the principal cities, 
where permanent hard roads have been built, 
there is not a rural route in Georgia that is 
ready for all-the-year-round motor service. 
And until these roads are made ready for it, 
made travelable every day in the year, it 
is folly to talk of putting regular automobile 
service upon them. 

The Constitution denominated it “A Dan- 
gerous Experiment,” because, under present 
conditions, regularity and efficiency are 
practically impossible. 

Insistence upon the use of automobiles 
under these conditions is unfair both to the 
patrons living upon the routes sought to be 
so served and to the carriers employed to 
render this service. 

It is unfair to the patrons because regu- 
larity of service is out of the question. The 
automobile ‘may serve them promptly eight, 
nine or even sometimes ten months in the 
year; but if it gets stuck in the mud the 
ether two months, or even one month, there 
is impairment in the efficiency of the service 
sufficient to call for an immediate abandon- 
ment of the experiment. 

It is unfair to the carrier because it puts 
“Gpon him an added burden of expense, not 
simply in the matter of purchase and main- 
* tenance of his automobile, but in practically 
compelling him to pay for the hire of horse 
and buggy on those days when the use of 
the automobile is out of the question. 

We have in mind a Georgia automobile 
route which is perhaps better than the aver- 
age. The carrier on this route used his 
automobile last year 255 days, and on 51 
days he had to hire a horse and buggy, pay- 
ing the expense out of his own pocket, in 
spite of the fact that he had his car ready 
for service had the roads been in condition 
for it. This carrier spent $76.50 for horse 
ire during the year. His total annual ex- 
penses, including cost and depreciation of 


r 


automobile, operating cost and all, aggre- 


gated $680.50; his salary was $1,200, leav- 
ing dim à net balance of $519.50 for his 
year’s work, or an average of $43.29 per 
month. 

The carriers themselves do not oppose 
economy of the right sort; but when it both 
cuts their income to tlie bone and makes 
the service less efficient than it was with 
the use of the horse and buggy the year 


round, there is good reason to protest 


against it. 
It the department wants to practice the 
right, kind of economy and increase effi- 
ci cy along with it, it should get the good 
first, not ordinarily good, but good 
for service the year round, regardless of any 
and all weather conditions.

TESTING THE CHILD-MIND. 


The Boston Globe has an editorial on 
certain queer psychological tests to which 
children are subjected, to prove their men- 
tality, with this in the lead: 


„1 saw in the street a pretty little 
dog. He had ** drown hair, short 
legs and a long tail.” If a child of 12 
on hearing this sentence can repeat it 
correctly, the child is normal. If the 
child falls, saying something about “long 
brown legs” or a “short brown tail.“ the 
child is below par. At least, that is what 
some of the psychologists say. By the 
use of this and other psychological tests 
the school authorities of Cleveland have 
discovered that 1,647 children are below 
the mental standard. Such children have 
e been rated as defectives. 


In line with such a test the unconscious 
child-humorist who wrote of the horse, “The 
horse has four legs—oné-on each corner,” 
probably would have been rated below the 
normal standard. 

But even children may smile over the 
story of the reaction of these tests on the 
very people who apply them. The Globe 
Says: 

Recently some Cleveland trouble- 
maker brought up the subject of tests 
in a company of public officials. It 
was tried upon the gentlemen present. 

The city clerk was proved to be. simple. 

The county clerk could not pass the test. 

With them, in the ranks of the unfit, 
were two municipal judges and a county 

detective. In fact, none of the. public 

officials upon whom the test was tried 
could do what a child of 12 was ex- 


ted to do. In the group were all of 
s members of the board of education. 


The efficacy of such tests may well be 
questioned when they react.

To leave chil- 
dren under the impression that there is 
something wrong with their mental make-up 


because of their responses to a test that

AUTOMOBILES ON RURAL ROUTES 
DISCUSSED BY MR. BLAKSLEE 


Postmaster General, Washington D. C.— 
Editor Constitution: A copy of the editorial 
entitled “A Dangerous Experiment,” that 
appeared in The Atlanta Constitution, has 
been forwarded to this office by a _ corre- 
spondent, who states that it is indicative of 
“the feelings of the le ing. the 
motor vehicle route service,” and, as it is also 
declared that “The Atlanta Constitution 16 
the leading dally paper of our state,” I sub- 
mit*certain facts that warrant the attention 
of all taxpayers, and justify remedial action 
by the department. 

It is essential that all, or no part, of this 
statement be used for publication, since ex- 


‘cerpts would possibly mislead some readers 


and fail to completely contradict the many 
malicious misstatements that are being cir- 
culated te belittle the magnificent policies of 
the administration in general, and to dis- 
credit the performances of the. postal service 
in ‘particular. 

This department has recognized the value 
of the postal service to the people to a 
greater extent within three years than for 
any similar period during the last decade. 

During this administration mail facilities 
have been established and extended on rural 
routes alone in more than ten thousand lo- 
calities, to more than two million _ patrons, 
heretofore denied the same. 


in the collection and delivery of mail on 
rural routes has been increased approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 per annum, 

Through the elimination of useless and 
wasteful methods, this department has been 
enabled to perform this additional service 
efficiently and to pay this higher compensa- 
tion, as provided by law, representing an ap- 
proximate cost of less than $1,600,000 a year.

Some years ago just such a play came 
up in a very important American league 
game, and proved the deciding factor.

So 
people argued that a wise pitcher could 
purposely shorten his windup, drop the 
ball and often get a runner. The 
American league has some wise pitch- 
ers, yet none of them have ever pulled 
that play. 


It ia my very humble opinion that 
classing the happening as a balk, as 
the present rules make it, is a poor 
interpretation of the play.

George V. Bonhag, the star runner, 
who is popularly known as the dis- 
tance king,” was bern in Boston, Janu- 
ary 31, 1882. Bonhag has had a most 
notable career in athletics since he 
won his first national championship 
in the 2-mil@ event in 1904.

IN COTTON MARKET 


Net Change for the Week 
Was Loss of 46 to 49 
Points—The Bulls Predict 
Larger Exports. 


New Orleans, La. January 30.—The 

rice of cetton on this market was 
oreed down around the 11.50 cent level 
for March contracts last week by heavy 
selling which appeared to be fairly 
well divided between the two accounts. 
Bear traders were re and their 
attacks on the market caused much 
liquidation of long cotton. Toward the 
end of the week the market appeared 
to hold a large Short interest, and 
strong reactions featured the trading 
as the result of the efforts of holders 
of short contracts to secure their prof- 
its. The net change for the week was a 
loss of 46 to 49 points. 

The market was somewhat steadied 
by reports of firmness in interior spot 
centers and also by the more favora- 
ble *statistics. Mill takings for the 
week were 340,000 bales, against 159, 
000 the same week last year, while the 
movement into sight was 287,000 Dales 
against 517,000. This resulted in a de- 
.crease in the visible supply of 53,000 
bales against an increase the same 
week last year of 368,000. , 

Much of the selling of last week 
was due to claims by bearish traders 
that preparations were already under 
way for a great increase in the acre- 
age under cotton this spring. During 
this week this is likely to de ons of 
the main questions at issue, and re- 
ports from the interior bearing on it 
‘will be apt to sway values, one way or 
the other. 

Much selling last week resulted from 
the small export movement, but bullish 
traders contend that freight engage- 
ments for February show a substantial 
increase over those for last month and 
that some increase in the, , outward 
movement of the crop is to be expected. 
Probably nothing would affect the mar- 
ket more easily than larger exports. 

Spots will be watched closely for any 
signs of weakening, for many traders 
believe that the entire situation hinges 
on the spot department.
